Alany of you havi< heard Mnii"H aUmt 
tho unfortunate divisions at Metla],nhtl.'», 
flouie of them exaijgi'rated and s.Jimi with- 
out any I'l.iindai ii'ii rumors circul.'ited by 
Mr. Duncan's I'liemios ; smnn of them 
being piir.-iHns ho lias had tu ch.Tstisi! for 
olTi;nco.-i III fir.nio I iiui- or other. Ilearinf; 
those roportc, lUtdioj) Cridgo and 1 woro 
induced to p.ay a visit to that placo to 
hear and sue for ourselves how matters 
really stood. NVo had .also tho hope that 
wc might bi' abli' to .streiii^thf^n tlie heart 
and hand.-i uf uur (h-ar friend Mr Diin- 
I'an, and be uf boiiu' si-rvlco to luin. \Vc 
also hoped, although a v<'ry faint one, 
that something might be done to bring 
the two panics together. Our first hope 
was certainly reali/.ed, Mr. DuuCiin ond 
his i)i'oplf being delighted to ace us and 
giving us a riglit hearty weleime. It li.xl 
been given uiit that he had no friends, 
that he wai a roitun braiieli cut ull' Ijy the 
society, wiihout inibienco or friends, con- 
sequently llicy wert' the more pleased to 
ace us, knowing that wo woro friends, 
lint with regard to effecting a rocoucilia- 
ticjii, we soon discovered from tho tone of 
tho pc-oph- that sih-h a thing \*'as iin|ioa- 
siblo witlmnt an oiiiire su rronilcr uf the 
principles Mr, Oiiiiean had inciih'at(d for 
llio past twenty years— principles which 
have; mado him euni|uerur over atupen- 
duns obstacles ami dillicult ios. Wc could 
.ice that liicrc was roum fiu- olio church 
only at Met lakalula. 

Many willing hands weie roady and 
[ilc.xsccl lo help lis on .shore, and tu carry 
uiir baggage tu i\Ir. Duncan's house. One 
is at once struck with tho respectful and 
respectable appearance of tho people, who 
form a marked ciuitrasl with Indians seen 
at other parts of tho coast. The village 
presents a noat, trim appearance with its 
beautiful cliuicli standing in a sipiaro 
w ilh slreota on the fou r aides - the uni- 
forndy built houses, tho paved streeta, 
the tiatlo shop, the workshoiJS, ware- 
houses and cannery, all .show a master 
hand and gival jiid!;ment. Near tho land- 
ing place is a large building called the 
.market house, w l.ore .strange Indiana cm 
find warmth and ahclter, whether they 
come to trade, or happen to bo detaiiUMl 
from any cjtuso. This shows' great care 
and forethought on Mr. Duncan's part, 
whilst in other places thcsy aro left liko 
dogs on tho beach; Wc had nmny visitors 
the evening of uur aiTi\'al, ;ind were scrc- 
nadotl by a brass baiid. The next day 
being Smidaj", we attended divine service. 
When tho bell rang tho people could be 
seen llocking in frum two sides into tho 
tine large church, about ilouble the size 
of this building. .V iuoro impressivo 
acono could not be — the wrapt attention 
of the largo congregation (about titX)) w-as 
in marked contrast to that of more civil- 
izcil worshippers. The men were com- 
fortably nnd cleanly dressed, iiiid the 
Women clad in plain droflscR, shawls, and 
handkerchiefs foi- head-dresses, gave one 
the imprussion that thoy camo to worship 
-sedate, quiet, and earnest — not as if 
they came to see and bo seon. The re- 
sponses were repeated by all in a loud 
and distinct voice, as if they meant what 
they were s.ayiiig. The organ was played 
by a native like a professor; tho singing, 
heartily joined in by all, was truly grand. 
In the afternoon Frednriclc Ridley, a na- 
tive, preached in an easy, fluent style, 
reading a chapter in English first, and 
preaching in Chiinsean. Tho aervicsi ia 
a.s near tliut uf the C!uit-.eh of England oa 
pos,slble, without vestments or outward 
adornments, which in other communiticH 
have so much attraction for frivolous 
church-goers. 

On the following Monday evening wo 
were invited to attend a meeting in tho 
church, at which about 500 persons wero 
[irescnl. ()no of the native elders ofKincd 
the meeting with prayer. Then many of 
tho most prominent men made apeochos 
in an easy, eloquent manner, offering ua 
a hearty wclcoino, and all expressing -sor- 
row at the division.! in their once united 
and happy village, where a short time 
ago they all worsliipiiod under one roof. 
I am afraid they atlributed a power to na 
which we did not possess — tluit oi re- 
storing peace and harmony, and helping 
theiu to remove tlio cause of their trou- 
bles. 'J'ho control tlioao people exercised 
over thoir language in speaking tu a ques- 
tion on which they feel so deeply and 
keenly wn.s truly wondiU'ful. No Iiarah 
worils, no threats of violence, no inviting 
to a breach of tho peace — affording a very 
markpd contrast between their behavior 
and that of white people under similar 
circumstances. 

Wo replied to their speeches, cniu- 
mending them for their moderation and 
excellent conduct, for their devotion to 
their friend and teacher; counseled thom 
to go on as thoy had done in their faith 
and religion, and as lav-abiding citizeus, 
and ou no account to take tho law int-o 
their own hands, but to placa thoir coin- 
jilaiuta and grievances by petition before 
tho governor general. This they agreed 
to do, and wo left thom preparing memo- 
rials and petitions.
